NAZARETH, PENNA., May 17 — The 
first mile event of the-1969 season came 
off as a novel and successful meet, and 
Fred Nix continued his mile track domi- 
nation of last year. 

The Nazareth '*'mile" is actually a 
mile and one-eighth in length, and shaped 
like no other dirt track on the National 
Circuit, The first turn is a gradual 


sweeper thatbanks downwardontoa short _ 


stright, then into a tighter bank that 
leads to the uphill, long curve which re- 
places the back straight of the normal 
track, From there the riders again make 
a slight downhill drive into the huge, 
uniform of the last turn, leading outonto 
the long stretch in front of the grand- 
stand. 

It is a “D” shape, rather than oval. 
The surface is of the Eastern clay com- 
mon to car tracks, and it packs down to 
a hard, tacky surface. 

In the time trials twenty-four Ama- 
teurs and thirty-four Experts assaulted 
the new and unusual circle, and Fred 
Nix set the pace of the evening by turn- 
ing the mile plus in 42,06 seconds to 
better the 42.60 record set last Septem- 
ber by Bob Sholly. 

In speed, that comes to an average of 
over 96 miles per hour. Back straight 
speeds must have been approaching 120. 

Gary Nixon, riding a Triumph Trident, 
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turned second fastest at 42.08, and Bart 
Markel and Dick Mann tied for third at 
42.11. Fast Amateur, as you might ex- 
pect, was Dave Aldana, who turned 42,26 
on a Rocket 3. Donald Castro, with 
42.94, and Royal Sherbert, with 43. 96, 
were the only other Amateurs to cut 
below 44 seconds, 

So that the final Expert heat and the 
Expert consolation would not be run back 
to back, the organizers staged the pre- 
liminaries in the order of two Amateur 
heats, four Expert heats, the final Ama- 
teur heat, and the Expert consolation. 
Hot Eastern Amateur Robin Martin (63E) 
won the first seven lap heat in 5:09.11, 
Don Castro (11y) took the second heat in 
5:08.07, and Aldana (38x) won the third 
at 5:05.75, to round things off nicely with 
the three best in the nation setting times 
that accurately reflect their relative 
abilities. 

Expert heats were eight laps each, 
and were won by Markel (5:41.56), Ed

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was the first to pull off, only to return 
for another try with a failing electrical 
system. 

Then Brelsford, Wirth, and Cunha 
were out for good, and by lap fifteen the 
field was reduced tofifteen riders, Haaby 
and Duhamel also were off and on the 
track repeatedly, and Mann and Lawwill 
lost their motors entirely. 

In the early laps it looked as if Nix’s 
winning streak on the mile was about to 
end, with Nixon collecting lap money 
from lap three through lap eight. But 
Nix regained command on lap ten, and, 
from there stormed on to the flag, lap- 
ping all but the first seven riders for a 
time of 35:06.95. At the end, only eleven 
of the starters remained,

With three successive half mile races 
at Reading, Pa., Livoina, Michigan and 
Louisville, Ky, on successive weekends, 
it is difficult to determine who will be 
in the saddle when the circuit moves to 
the West Coast for the July nationals, 
Mert could be headed for the Grand Na- 
tional crown as he has been the most 
consistent rider to date, but Markel al- 
ways flourishes on the half-miles and is 
in the thick of it despite coming up with 
blown engines in two of the last three 
races, 

Nix hasn’t been able to get the right 
combination together until the Nazareth 
race, but like Fred, Gary Nixon has been 
coming on stronger in the past two races. 
Romero has ‘been in the thick of things 
with a second, third and fourth and is 
likely to be sitting pretty good if he can 
pull off one of the half miles in the next 
couple of weeks. 

Most impressive rider of all on the 
young national circuit has been amateur 
Dave Aldana of Santa Ana, Calif., who is 
still unbeaten in the amateur class after 
three races, He has succeeded in post- 
ing fast time, in addition to winning a 
heat race and the feature in each of the 
three races to go along with his Houston 
short track win.

SALEM, OREGON, May 18— Salem Мо- 
tocross Park staged its grand opening 
event Sunday amidst showers of rain.

SCRAMBLIN AROUND

We had a nice letter from Russ Dar- 
nell this week and we’re sure that you, 
like us, have enjoyed reading about his 
experiences in Europe, and he’s doing 
well for himself, too, By the time he 
comes home, along with ‘‘Ron-John’’ 
Carlsbad and Saddleback are going to 
look like road races to *em! 

We had our giggles this week, but be- 
fore we tell the story we'llsay one thing, 
we fight like heck at times with the AMA 
but until a better system comes along we 
all have to stick with them and endeavor 
to change things we don't like and in the 
past year or so, changes are being made, 
But back to our story, if you look ata 
copy of Modern Cycle's June issue, you'll 
see two pictures of Gary Nixon, National 
Number One riding a sporting scrambles 
right in front of God and everyone (in- 
cluding the AMA) and to the AMA that is 
a double no-no, We all know what hap- 
pened when Dick Mann and John Penton 
ran afoul of the same type of rule i.e. 
you can’t ride non-AMA sanctioned 
events and Experts can’t ride AMA 
sporting events. So Bugsy and John got 
suspended, What will happen now with 
Gary? Hmmmmm! 

We promised we’d report on the re- 
sults of the special scrambles meeting 
so here are some of the ideas that will 
be brought up before the Competition 
Committee for discussion and maybe put 
into law. 

Classes will rotate weekly. Instead of 
having tiddlers and lightweights first, 
every other week the big boys will go 
first. Of course, when you think back the 
big bores have always had to waitaround 
until the lightweights got through so we 
could let them run first for atleast three 
years and still not pay them back for all 
the hours of waiting they’ve put in! Then 
some classes may have to be combined, 
such as 125’s starting on one row, then 
175’s and 200’s also lined up separately, 
This could bring up scoring problems so 
there’ll be considerable discussion on 
this. Also, the professionals will be in- 











vited out to ride even if they all sign up 
so George Washington and none of us 
know from nuttin’ as to who is who, 

Personally, I think all these ideas are 
worth considering and I'll even throw my 
two cents in. Although it would affect me 
along with loads of others, there's an- 
other way out and if it would benefit the 
sport and tighten up scrambles a bit, I'd 
go for it. How about limiting things to 
three classes? 0-125, 126-250, and Open? 
Before the shrieks get too loud we'll 
point this out, In this day and age of the 
two-strokes a lot of them can give much 
larger machines a whale of a go. Look 
what John Rice on a 125 Sachs did to the 
Open boys at Saddleback! Most of the 
competitive 250's are capable of keeping 
up with and beating the older more con- 
ventional 500’s, and the new 360's areas 
fast as Triumphs while on the track, A 
thirty-mile-an-hour corner is a thirty- 
mile-an-hour corner regardless of what 
you’re riding! All the power in the world 
isn’t going to get you around faster un- 
less you risk doing an upsy-daisy and 
none of our current tracks are as fast 
as Prado Park was, 

The suggestion has also been made 

that sign-in time be limited, We've seen 
a couple of clubs do this and it works, 
Once the sign-in deadline is over, that's 
it. If you slept late or thought you'd goof 
around while they ran the earlier class 
off before you showed at the track, yov'd 
have had it. This stops the mass charge 
to the sign-up booth when the heat board 
people have already put in considerable 
time making up the boards only to find 
that fifteen guys signed up in a class 
they'd posted as a moto for lack of en- 
tries previously, And if you don't think 
this is a problem, just ask someone who 
has done the job on heatboards! 
. We're sorry that Desert Phantoms had 
to cancel out but most of that big club is 
in the Air Force, and they got their 
marching (flying?) orders, They are a 
relatively new club in the District but 
they've worked hard and shown up a few 
other clubs by throwing well-runevents, 
Hurry back, chaps! We've got few enough 
point runs as it is!

GARDENA, Cal., May 23 — For the first 
time in two years, Shorty Seabourne won 
the Friday night Expert Main Event at 
Ascot Park — and he came from the back 
row to do it. Riding Dick Kelm’s 500cc 
BSA, the diminutive throttle twister be- 
came the 5th rider in 8 weeks tograb the 
elusive gold, but it wasn’t without a fight, 

Pat Gosch (750ce Norton) leaped into 
an early lead, only to be overtaken by 
Harley-mounted Paul Conserriere pour- 
ed it on, holding the advantage for 5 laps 
until Shorty edged by. Point leader Sam- 
my Tanner, winner of the Expert semi 
on Shell Thuet’s 500cc Royal Enfield, 
moved up to 4th from row two, and the 
race developed into an exciting four- 
way go. 

Coming out of the first turn on lap 6, 
Conserriere’s bike bucked in frightening 
manner, almost high-siding him, but he 
recovered and continued. Gosch got by 
Paul two laps later and Tanner did too, 
on the next time around, Then both Pat 
and Sam proceeded to whittle away at the 
6-length lead Seabourne had built up. 

By the 10th circuit, Gosch was challen- 
ging strongly, right on Shorty’s rear 
wheel, and Tanner closed in on lap 13. 
Not until the checkered flag did Seabourne 
have it in the bag. 

Mel Lacher, Trophy Dash winner, suf- 
fered problems with his Harley, dropping 
out of the final on lap 2, as did Ron 
Kruseman, 

Seabourne was exuberant about his 
conquest. ‘‘It felt good!’’ he enthused, 
"Its been a long time. Guess the old 
BSA isn’t dead yet.” 

Gosch, taking his first ride on the 
750cc Norton, wasn’t quite as pleased 
with the outcome, but remarked with a 
smile, ‘I’m getting closer anyway.’’ And 
he: certainly is...especially considering 
that he had ripped off both throwaway 
shields by mistake and was having trouble 
seeing where he was going. 

The Amateurs were rompin’ and 
stompin’. Not one, but two yellow-plate 


wailers made the Expert Trophy Dash this 


time out. Keith Mashburn, last week’s 
pole sitter on the 350cc Yamaha, again 
set fast time of the night (23.12) and 8th 
ranked Stan Hil (650cc BSA) was second 
quickest overall. Lachér had the swiftest 
Expert time — 23.27 — with Tanner next, 

The fastest four put on a thrilling 3- 
lapper that saw Lacher leadthe first lap, 
Tanner the second. But in the final turn 
Sam went a little wide, giving both Lach- 
er and Mashburn the opportunity they 
needed to swoop ahead. Hill was a close 
4th, looking good. Still, he hadn't qualifed 
for the Amateur Main, 

Amateur point leader Terry Donaher 
(500cc Velo) laida 9-in-a-row win streak 
on the line at the start of the 10-lap 
final, He and Mashburn finally had a 
chance to fight it out, and what a trip it 
was! Keith led the first 3 laps, even 
building up a 3-length lead at times, 
Then Terry closed the gap, nosing under- 
neath to take over first place on lap 5. 
But Mashburn got him back 2 laps later, 
using the same low groove tactics to do 
it, And there he stayed for the reamining 
3 go-arounds — despite all Donaher's 
determined efforts — to score his first 
Main Event win at Ascot, and also the 
first win for a 350cc machine on the 
Gardena half-mile,
